Father Rules’ 


Provides Answer to Delinquency 
Judge Samuel S. Leibowitz of Brooklyn, N. Y., in a recent 


This Week magazine article, proposed a nine-word formula to 
reduce the U.S. rate of juvenile delinquency: ‘‘Put father back at 
the head of the family.’’ The mother’s role, he asserts, is to support 


paternal decisions and discipline, not to undermine them. 


Recent statistics show that 47% 
of the crimes committed in the 
U.S. are by persons 18 years of 
age or younger. This is in sharp 
contrast to a figure of from three 
to three and one-half per cent in 


Italy, which has the lowest 
juvenile delinquency rate in 
Europe. 


This mandate, “Put father back at 
the head of the family,” is almost uni- 
versally observed in Italy with one 
reservation—father didn’t have to be 
put ‘‘back’’ because he never left. ‘“‘Ruler 
of the roost” in this country has always 
been the father. 


A pertinent question at this point is 
this: since American society is so dif- 
ferent from Italian society in its atti- 
tude towards the woman’s station, 
could this paternal hierarchy succeed 
in this country? The American woman 
tends to have her “say” in the home. 
Would the entire American society 
make such a sweeping change? 

Also, when speaking of the Italian 
family system we must bear in mind 
the heritage of the Italian people. Their 
faith is an integral part of their lives. 


A religious atmosphere pervades their 
homes, and an Italian youth respects 
his parents as God’s representatives. 
This attitude has been substantially 
eliminated from the U.S. ideology. We 
can see that in Italy, deference to parent- 
al authority carries over into respect 
for the civil law also. The scandals of 
vandalism, theft, and murder of our 
American teen-agers are unheard of 
among that country's youth. 


We might venture beyond Judge 
Leibowitz’ apparent statement to ques- 
tion further: could the Italian family’s 
sense of religion be a truer analysis 
of the lower juvenile crime rate than 
the paternal hierarchy? Would not an- 
other, a shorter statement hit the mark 
more closely? ‘Teach—and exemplify 
—religion in the home.” 


Now, studying Judge Leibowitz’s 
formula alone, we see that he has made 
a point which might in time bring 
favorable results. But a man must be 
willing to accept the duties and respon- 
sibilities of head of the household. A 
father merely forcing his wife and 
children to accept arbitrary dictates may 
be inviting rebellion.
